SCHOOL  REPORT  OF  OAMPTON,  N.  H.,  1893. 
Schools  have  been  mainiained  in  twelve  different  places  in  town 
durinir  the  past  3''<^ar.  All  h  ive  been  very  su.-cessful,  while  some 
have  been  eminently  so.  Parents  generally  have  seemed  interested 
to  have  a  good  school  and  have  co-operated  to  secure  su'jh  a  result. 
We  feel  to  thank  them  for  so  heartily  accepting  all  the  new  features 
introduced  by  the  scaool  board  and  laboring  so  faithfully  to  make 
them  a  success.  We  have  taken  much  pains  the  p^st  ye-ir  to  secure 
^as  good  teachers  as  possible  for  the  pay  we  give.  Some  think 
teachers  receive  too  much  pay  for  the  work  they  do;  if  those  that 
think  so  would  step  into  the  school  house  an  1  teach  one  term  as 
well. as  they  are  now  taught,  we  think  grumbling  in  that  direction 
would  cease.  The  moral  inliuence  in  our  s&hool  has  beeii  go(  d. 
The  reading  of  the  Bible  and  prayer  has  been  a  daily  exercise  in 
all  of  them.  While  the  intellect  has  been  cai-ed  for,  the  conscience 
has  not  been  over-looked.  Our  schools  are  second  only  to  our 
homes,  with  good  morality  at  home  and  at  school  our  pupils  will 
grow  up  (o  make  men  and  women  that  will  be  an  honor  to  the 
town.  The  school  board  have  neither  spared  their  own  time  or 
money,  for  the  welfare  of  our  schools,  and  we  think  the  Roll  of 
Honor  of  the  spring  term  reached  the  highest  per  cent,  ever  attain- 
ed in  town.  It  being  a  little  over  fifty  per  cent.  The  badges  given 
l)y  the  school  board  have  doubtless  done  much  toward  this  un- 
equalled result.  New  flags  have  been  raised  over  three  school 
houses  during  the  year  without  expense  to  the  district:  and  we 
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hope  before  the  close  of  another  year  the  stars  and  stripes  will 
float  over  every  school  house  in  tnwn.  The  agents  appointed  have 
expi*nded  tiie  niouey  raised  by  the  district  last  ye. ir  for  the  rep  lirs 
of  school  houses  as  follows:  Tlu".  house  at  the  Village  has  b^'cn 
repaired  inside  and  out.  The  old  well  worn  desks  have  been  re- 
placed with  new  ones  from  the  Sydney  School  Furniture  Co.,  of 
Sydney,  Ohio;  and  is  now  the  best  house  in  town.  The  house  at 
West  Campton  has  been  painted  ouiside  and  shingled,  and  the  one 
on  the  West  Road  has  been  new  clapboarded  but  hns  not  been 
painted  for  wj'nt  of  funds.  When  this  is  done  all  the  houses  will 
be  in  good  repair  except  the  tw  »  in  tiie  Enst  part  of  the  town.  And 
we  hope  the  dibtrict  will  vole  to  raise  money  to  repair  them  this 
year.  In  conclusion  I  can  sav,  we  have  performed  tlie  work  in- 
trusted to  us,  conscious  of  its  importance,  and  desirous  of  doing  it 
faithiullv  and  well,  and  now  leave  the  result  to  you.
